word, of 8 trashy novel by Robin ^ore, "The Devil To Pay". T^ls la tho book 
about ea man who was a mercenary end gun-runner for the Castro forces, then 
defected, then made an apparent retirement after ongagAAg in anti-Sastro activities, 
end wound up longing for a chance to be pert of a conspiracy to assassinate him. 

Now Youngblood is the name of a gta-runner in the testimony of Nancy Perrin Rich, 
a men with whom her husbend had contact on a plea to smuggle ^funs into '^ubs pro- 
be vly in oarly 1962 but possibly in 1961. ^ou will find reference to Mrs. Rich in 
Oswald in New Orleans. I would particularly like pictures of the Youngblood of the 
book, in varyln.i poses and garbs, if you should find this possible.

If they are not on th*j list, which was made while we were talking and I do 
not have a copy, I am also quite interested in loraa Euge ne Hall (Lorenzo Pascillio), 
who was in ^ba, claims to have bern pro-Ceatro, claims to brve been a close friend 
of Clenfuegos, Lawrence Howard (Lorenzo Escurido), Gerry Pai/^iok Hamming, Howard 
Davie ( a pilot), whethSe Robin Mo *^re ever had any active Mti-Gaatro activity, ^side 
from financing a plane for toungblo*^d, what kind of anti-Castro meeting was held 
in Guatem'^la in 1963, early October, that might have attracted Davis and Henning, 
flew there allegly lo'^king for traces of a phoney enti-Costro "hero”, but whose 
' I trip coincides with that of David Ferrle (end whether Ferrle ia known td have engaged 
in any anti-Castro activity, IncluJing flying, eepecially at the time of tie Bay of

I am, 83 you will icnow froni Oswald In ilew Orleans, particularly interested 
ina speech Castro made right after the assassination quoting an a? dispatch from 
Miami about threats made there st the Inueriuuerican Trass Assn meeting right bfore 
the assassination. I have not been able to get a copy of that speech or that .a? 
dispatch. I’d lilce both v ry much. If the dispatch is available, I’d especially 
aprreciate a photocopy of it. 

Generally, I w«nt all the iuformstlon I can get about the anti-Castro 
^tiben Involvement in the sssasaiuation. I want it not alone for my v/rltlnp but 
also for Garrison, for whom I have conducted a number of investigations. He hno 
written the foreword to Oswald In New Orlaans. 7.e are in close touch. 

There is another book on which I om viorkiiig thrt I intend as s non-organie 
aeouel to the series I neve publiahed and have ATltton but hove not yet been able 
to publish. I would like, at that time, to be able to get in touch with people who 
might be able to provide information not available to me now in the United States. 

That book will deal withixthe context of the assassination, with the Kennedy 
administration beginning with the interregnum, with the change in his policies that 
began the end of October 1962, etc. 

I hope before you ieavo that you will have time to nee my friends and gat 
at least one copy ofeach of my books to take with you. Aside from Oswald In Orleans, 
there is particular point in the chapters ’’The Oswalds’ 0’oV-™3i?>nt ^l ations ” and 
"Ths ij’slse Ogwald” of VQITL7iASK, in the first and seventh chapters of VfHITEWASI II: 
lT3I-S5iCAi2T S2HV1CS GO'\T£KU?, and possibly in the epiloT^ie of tha second book and 
the ittroduotion to the third. Beenuso I have had to ba ny own publisher, the feet 
that I was tha first, the fact of my Jc-reconcileahle doctrine and approach making 
me unwelcome to the lickaplttles of publishing, none of my books has ever been 
reprinted and translated abroad, aside from the first bo?k, in Italy. I regret this 
very much. It tends to make my work end my baliefs unknown abroad. 

I rush this latter hoping it can still reach you before you leave. Excuse 
tha bests. I will not'^hsve to take it to town to make an outgoing mail. If you or 
anyone elee wants to get in touch with me, please note that we have moved since 
tha letterhead was printed. 

Than! you for anything you cun do, nnd plaese thank any who may help you.
